Blanched Orange Skin. 

Of late we_have come to prefer the 
orange rind, peel, and zest. to the same 
ofthe lemon, but we may also use them 
together. A bit of the rind chopped 
fine after it is ‘blanched, and perhaps 
made finer yet by sieving, sweetens a 
sguce in which the fat is a little rank, 
especially. if many other seasonings 
like a full bouquet of vegetables have 
not been used in it, It is good, in 
small quantities, with the pot roast, 
especially one of a some fat meat. 

Wash an orange, and take off the 
yellow part of the skin only. Drop 
this into boiling water, and let blanch 
for fifteen minutes, when it will be 
cooked soft. Drain and dip in cold 
water and drain again. Chop fine and 
add to meat sauce, being careful not to 
use too much. <A teaspoon is probably 
enough for a cup of strong meat gravy, 
like one for roast duck. 

What remains of the skin may be 
dried and ground fine and used in tiny 
quantities to sprinkle over cream
